Good afternoon all! 


Let's break the new mail server in right with some posts of what 
everyone is working on! So what are you working on? 


As usual, I've got about nineteen things going in parallel here at QTH! 
Let's start with the "garage" projects first. 


* RAL Power Supply. Some recall my troubleshooting of this power supply 
looking for an arcing-sparking noise. After many non-intrusive attempts 
to fix, including baking the thing in my homemade "hot box", I had to 
rip out and replace the power line filter. Made a new one to the same 
specifications but with modern components on a PC board I etched myself. 


*x RAL. The RAL remains upside down on the bench in the garage. It has 
many capacitors that were letting the oil out that have been replaced. 
There are a couple of more to change out, but when the starter on my 
truck pooped out, progress on the RAL came to a halt. 


* Sorensen Nobatron Power Supply. She's completely unstable and the 
manual / schematic is made from unobtainium. I figured that replacing 
the control board with something based on an Arduino would be easy - 
just have the Arduino sample current and voltage and phase-angle control 
the SCR on the transformer primary via zero-crossing detector. HA! 
NOT! For some reason my little development test setup (using a much 
smaller transformer) doesn't work right at all. There's something 
freaky going on with the drive to the SCR or the zero-crossing detector 
where it's not firing everything correctly so the little transformer is 
putting out maybe an amp yet is drawing several amps on the primary. 
That's not right! 


* Scott SLR-M. This is on the workbench here in the shack. Found a 
couple of bad caps here and there...but most of the metal bathtubs test 
good. I xreallyx just need to plug this guy into the isolation 
transformer (it's an AC/DC set!) and see what happens as I bet it's now 
fixed. This set is in very close to excellent shape so it will be very 
nice looking when completed. 


*x Several different Soviet receivers. Two R-311's, an R-326, and an 
R-326M await repair. One of the R-311's works sort-of, the other 311 is 
dead, the 326 works fine, and the 326M (an IC-version of the 326) has 
some issues with the VFO at the higher end of it's range. Spent 
*xmonths* running down manuals on the e-place. Now I'm slowing 
translating them using Google Translate which really doesn't work all 
that poorly. 


x A Polish-marked US-P. Came with a power supply that was a completely 
lashed-together horror show. I give the guy who built it credit, it was 
built with whatever he could find, but wow, I tried to understand the 
circuitry and gave up! Using the original transformer, I added in two 
PCB's of my own design to mount up modern rectifying / regulation 
circuitry. The receiver needs recapping for sure, haven't applied power 
to it. 


* Loop Antenna Theory. Am having a back-n-forth discussion with Nick 
Broline on loop antennas. I owe him a reply back once I finish the 


reading materials he sent me last time. I'm trying hard to understand 
the theory of these rather than do my usual "just-build-it" approach. 


x Stuff no one cares about. Replaced the starter on my truck myself 
($1,200 at the dealer - kiss my grits that ain't gonna happen), got 
repairs to do on the wife's car, need to put tires on the truck, had to 
replace the refrigerator just after new year's, blah blah blah...whine 
whine whine... Time for BA's has really been limited lately. 


So what y'all got on the bench lately?

Bob, 


I built a curved tip for one of my soldering irons to get inside the front end of 
the KP-81 and unsolder enough leads to separate the two halves of that assembly. 
Of course that was after all of the fun of disconnecting multiple leads just to 
get that assembly out of the receiver proper. At least everything else in the 
receiver unbolts and unplugs but that still doesn't quite make up for the front 
end difficulties. And if yours is like mine you will have some flaky contacts on 
some of the loctal sockets but at least the individual contacts can easily be 
replaced because some of mine simply wouldn't clean up properly. 


I also lubricated the variable capacitors and carefully reset the counterbalance 
springs so that it worked as intended with smooth tuning but no drift from the 
weight of the offset plates when the knob was released. I think before going 
through that exercise again I would just disconnect the springs and put some felt 
washers between the tuning knobs and front panel to provide enough damping to 


prevent the mechanism from turning under its own weight. 


The KP-81 is a good example of both the good and bad that can happen when an 
engineer has complete charge of his company ?

For someone who grew up with film cameras (and still uses 
them) these ISO numbers look like misprints.

I found a crystal 
on eBay that works fine. Not the same kind, much smaller case and 
solder in. A small change in the loading cap put it right on 
frequency and it seems to be very stable. I think it cost a dollar. 

Another project, somewhat further back on the stove, is to 
install a Treetop Circuits product detector and AVC in a Collins 
R-388. Part of the trouble is just finding space to work. 

I have probably twenty other projects. I didn't count because 
its too depressing.

Presently on my workbench are the modules to put together a TMC (Technical 
Materiel Corporation) GPT-350 type transmitter. The VOX Master oscillator works, 
but needs calibration and alignment. Leaving it for last, because it?ll do with a 
frequency meter to put it on the exact frequency. The SBE-2 multimode driver has 
several problems with the sideband generator 17 kHz carrier oscillator. I suspect 
a corroded tube socket with very loose contacts which may not make contact with 
all the 6U8 tube pins. I also suspect the 270 kHz conversion stage for the same 
problem. Output of the driver is OK with a straight feed-though carrier. The next 
is the PAL-350 linear amplifier which I haven?t turned on yet, but it looks the 
cleanest and in the best shape of the bunch. 

Next project is to finish the restoration of a Navy TCM-2 transmitter which a 
previous owner modified by discarding the original connectors on the transmitter 
and its power supply and substituting 6 pin tube sockets. I found the appropriate 
WW2 vintage Navy connectors and the matching plugs. I have to finish tracing the 
wires and connect them to the appropriate pins in the correct connectors, and then 
make up the cables. 

I also have a BC-669D waiting for testing to find bad caps and replace them, after 
which I can do a functional test and tune-up. 

Another project is to replace all 10 diodes in my PP-1104C power supply to be able 
to operate my 28 V equipment again (GRC-19, ART-13/BC-348, ATD/ARB, etc.).

This is the problem with the caps in question. If they are 
being described accurately they are hollow tubular with wrapped 
leads. That sounds to me like ceramic caps. I have also seen lots 
of paper caps in ceramic tubes with wax or metal seals on the 
ends but they are NOT hollow and have axial leads, not radial 
leads. The ceramic caps in my R-388 are hollow and have radial 
leads, no wax. Also there are temperature correctly caps in my 
RCA AR-88 also hollow tubular with radial leads and a smooth 
finish, much smaller than the ones in the R-388. Photos of the 
underchassis of 75A series receivers on the web show paper caps. 
In fact there is an article warning of the Black Beauty caps in 
the 75A4. Paper caps were probably cheaper than the tubular 
ceramic ones so I can see why Collins may have used them on ham 
receivers, but the commercial/military receivers would have 
justified the more expensive and more reliable ceramics.
